Stewardess Foils Hijacking 
\ 
By Slamming Cockpit Door 


MIAMI (AP)—An attempted 
hijacking of a Delta Airlines jet 
en route to Miami from Detroit 
was foiled early today when a 
stewardess disregarded a pas­ 
senger’s shotgun and slammed 
the cabin door in his face, po­ 
lice said. 
The attempt came hours 
after the victims of two week­ 
end hijackings had returned 
from Cuba. 
The Dade County sheriff’s de­ 
partment said local and federal 
officers arrested Kenneth Earl 
McPeek, 31, of Orchard Lake, 
Mich., when the piane landed at 
Miami 
International 
Airport. 
His 3-year-old son was taken 
into protective custody. 
Officers said they went to the 
airport after the plane’s captain 
radioed the Miami airport that 
he had a 
man 
board with a 
shotgun. 
The sheriff’s deprtment said 
McPeek told them he carried 
the shotgun aboard the plane in 
a duffel bag. The weapon was 
found under his seat, unassem 
bled and again in the bag, the 
officers sa id .v 
Stewardess Lynne Sargeant of 
Miami Springs, Fla., told au 
thorities she was accosted by a 
passenger who placed a shotgun 
in the pit of her stomach. The 
passenger told her to tell the 
captain he was going to Ha­ 
vana. 
Instead, police said, Mis-s Sar 
geant slammed the door of the 
cockpit 
and 
locked 
it.

apparently 
gave up the idea of a forcer 
flight to Havana at that point, 
officers said.

More State 
Election Bills 
Are Proposed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Secretary of State 
Ted 
W. 
Brown said today he is sending 
two more election bills to the 
General Assembly. 
Brown tossed nine measures 
at the Legislature on the first 
day of its 106th session last 
Monday. 
The new bills would revise 
laws relating to independent 
candidates, and make a variety 
of election code changes. 
Sen. Robin T. Turner of Mar­ 
ion, chairman of the Elections, 
Commerce and Labor Commit­ 
tee, will submit the measures. 
The measure concerning in 
dependent candidates seeks to 
remedy objections raised by a 
U.S. District Court las fall when 
it said the time required for an 
indpendent candidtate to file 
before an election was “unduly 
restrictive.” 
Brown proposes to shorten the 
filing time requirements from 
90 days before a primary to 90 
days before a General Election 
The other bill, an omnibus 
measure dealing with a variety 
of election code changes, would 
—Perm it a branch office of 
election^ boards to be opened in 
the same city where Boards of 
Elections’ principal offices are 
located. Such offices now are 
allowed only in other municipal 
ities of a county. 
—Perm it newly m arried per­ 
sons to register a change of 
name by m ail rather than in a 
personal trip to the elections 
board. 
—Provide that a precinct shall 
not contain more than one pol­ 
itical 
subdivision 
or 
portion 
thereof 
or 
more 
than 
one 
school district or portion thereof. 
—Perm it boards of elections 
members and employes to vote 
an absent voter’s ballot. 
—Require signers of declar­ 
ations of candidacy, nominating 
petitions to write in long hand 
the date of their signature and 
location of voting residence; 
—Provide for possible future 
use of Social Security numbers 
for voter identification. 
—Make the use of a solid 
black line on the back of every 
paper ballot optional with the 
county board of elections. This 
is now mandatory.

Rain, Snow 
Prevalent 


Across U.S.

Heavy rains fell along the 
West Coast, heavy snow covered 
the Northwest and scattered 
snow and cold gripped the na­ 
tion from the upper Midwest to 
the Northeast today. 
But across the southern tier of 
states from Arizona and south­ 
ern Nevada to the south Atlantic 
coast dry and milder weather 
prevailed. 
Temperatures rose into the 
70s Sunday along most of the 
Mexican border and in southern 
Florida. However, far to the 
north folks continued to shiver 
in winter’s icy grip. 
Temperatures 
around 
the 
country 
early 
today 
ranged 
from 16 below zero at Williston, 
N.D., to 65 at Key West, Fla. 
Up to three inches of new 
snow fell at both Spokane and 
Yakima, 
Wash., 
Sunday 
and 
Portland, Ore., had an addition­ 
al one inch. 


Electric power was cut off to 
most of Pickaway County ex­ 
cept Circleville Sunday morning 
due to the apparent work of 
vandals near Lancaster. 
A manual cutoff switch was 
thrown at the Delmont Power 
Station of South Central Power 
Company near Lancaster about 
2:30 a.m. Sunday. The power 
outage, which 
affected 
ap­ 
proximately 12,000 customers in 
Pickaway, Fairfield, ROss and 
Hocking Counties, lasted about 
one hour. 
Circleville is serviced by* Co­ 
lumbus and Sotuhem Ohio Elec­ 
tric Co. 
Vandals entered the Delmont 
Station by sawing a lock on the 
gate to the power unit, ac­ 
cording to Fairfield Sheriff Jack 
Blazer. 
The 
vandals 
t h e n 
operated only the one switch 
which cut off power to the six 
substations servicing the four 
county area. * * * 


THE 69,000 volt transmission 
line 
provided 
power 
to 
the 
Amanda, 
Laurelville, 
Logan 
Elm, Red Bridge, Circleville 
and Ashville substations. 
Perpetrator of the act ap­ 
parently knew what he was 
doing, 
according 
to 
Bud 
Fischer, director of public in 
formation for the company in 
Lancaster. 
Fischer stated that an or 
d i n a r y 
person 
would 
be 
unaware of the process used in 
throwing 
one 
of 
the 
cutoff 
switches. 
It 
would 
also

possible for a person unfamiliar 
with a power station and high 
voltage electric to be injured 
in the process. 
First response to the news of 
tho outage was to check power 
lines loading from the station, 
according to Fischer. It was a 
short time later that the station 
itself 
was 
checked 
and 
the 
manual switch found thrown. 
No suspects exist at present, 
according 
to 
the 
Fairfield 
County 
sheriff. 
The 
sheriff 
stated that his first reaction 
was to expect a planned crime 
during the power outage, but 


a check with law enforcement 
officials in the areas involved 
indicates no such activities. 
Special 
deputies 
will 
be 
assigned to guard the power 
stations for the near future, 
according to the sheriff. A new 
lock system, to prevent future 
acts of vandalism to the cutoff 
switches, 
is being 
considered 
by the company, which expects 
to install them in area power 
stations shortly, according to 
the power company spokesman. 


Rhodes Backs 
Education 


Proposals 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - 
Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes said to­ 
day the state can afford the 
cost of a program to equalize 
job training and opportunity for 
all its citizens. 
He said he would be pleased 
to sign legislation that carries 
out 
recommendations 
of 
his 
Task Force on Vocational and 
Technical Education. 
That group last week recom- 
mened a major reorganization 
of the state’s educational sys­ 
tem. It would put emphasis on 
instruction related to employ­ 
ment. 
Rhodes also announced a ser­ 
ies of meetings throughout the 
state to acquaint educational, 
business and industrial leaders 
with the task force proposals. 
“ Basically we are opposed to 
an increase in taxes,” Ua 
he said. 
“However, we can and do favor 
additional money that is direct­ 
ly aimed at providing our peo­ 
ple with more and better jobs 
and higher income.” 
He implied support for task 
force recommendations of new 
ways to finance massive changes 
in the educational system. 
“ We will accept these con­ 
cepts of the task force and we 
will work with the legislature 
on them ,” he said. 


record run of prosperity during 
his tenure, Johnson may feel 
impelled to warn against the 
rising wave of inflation that has 
pushed bank loan interest rates 
to a record high and is reflected 
in the soaring cost of living. 
At home Johnson can point to 
his administration’s programs 
to grapple with the problems of 
the breakdown of law and order, 
racial rioting, decaying cities, 
water and air pollution, and 
poverty. 
In the international area, the 
President can cite the prospect 
that the beleaguered Paris talks 
eventually may lead to an end 
to the fighting in Vietnam. He 
can caution the nations that the 
explosive situation in the Middle 
East is a potential spark for a 
general war, but he must defer 
to the incoming president, Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon, any definitive an­ 
swer to the Dec. 30 Soviet note 
proposing U.N. Security Council 
action to bring about peace. 
Johnson is expected to review 
the nation’s achievements in 
space exploration and to recom­ 
mend full-scale continuance of 
that program. 
But it is the budget message, 
which will follow his farewell 
report, that has been giving the 
President the most trouble dur­ 
ing his final days in the White 
House. 
Both the State of the Union 
address and the budget mes­ 
sage were delayed by Johnson 
in the hope that he could coax 
Nixon into taking a public po­ 
sition on extending the IO per 
cent income surtax, now sched­ 
uled to expire on June 30. 
The White House announce­ 
ment 
Saturday 
that 
Johnson 
would make his State of the Un­ 
ion address Tuesday was inter­ 
preted generally as signalling 
the failure of efforts to get Nix­ 
on to take a stand at this time 
on the 
surtax. Although the 
President-elect said during the 
campaign that the tax should be 
wiped out as soon as the Viet­ 
nam war ends, Johnson was re­ 
ported to have hoped that Nixon 
wouldnt want to lose the $13 bil­ 
lion revenue it produces annual­ 
ly. The President, who wrung

May Signal 
New Enemy 
Offensive 


SAIGON (AP)—The Viet Cong 
blasted their way into the big­ 
gest U.S. airfield in the Mekon 
Delta eariy today and blew up 
15 helicopters worth an estim at­ 
ed $5 million before they were 
repelled by base defenders. 
Another six helicopters were 
reported damaged in a m ortar 
barrage at the headquarters of 
the U.S. 9th Infantry Division 40 
miles away. One officer called 
the atta9ks an ‘‘oozing begin­ 
ning” of the long-awaited ene­ 
my 
offensive 
in the 
14,250- 
square mile delta south of Sai­ 
gon. 
The Viet Cong attack on Can 
Tho, 80 miles south of the capi­ 
tal, was the first m ajor ground 
probe against an allied airfield 
in several weeks. It hit the 
headquarters of the U.S. Army’s 
164th Aviation Group, the nerve 
center for military operations in 
the Mekong Delta in the re­ 
gion's biggest city. 
Enemy sappers broke through 
the airfield’s defenses under 
cover of a heavy mortar, rocket 
and machine-gun barrage that 
pinned 
down 
the 
Americans 
while the Viet Cong attached ex­ 
plosives to the helicopters. A 
barracks area west of the air­ 
field 
was 
attacked 
simulta­ 
neously. 
Field reports said five cargo 
and 
troop-carrying 
Chinooks 
and IO smaller helicopter gun­ 
ships were destroyed or dam­ 
aged.

LOS ANGELES (AP) —More 
legal maneuvers blanked from 
public view may delay today’s 
anticipated start of jury selec­ 
tion at the Sirhan Bishara Sir­ 
han murder trial. 
Defense 
attorneys 
for

young Jordanian accused of kill­ 
ing S'en. Robert F. Kennedy 
planned 
to 
huddle 
with the 
judge and 
prosecutors behind 
closed 
doors after the trial’s 
second week begins. 
Both sides had hoped to begin 
picking a jury today, but over 
the weekend Judge Herbert V. 
Walker indicated it might be de­ 
layed until Tuesday. 
The three defense attorneys 
and a legal aide spent the week­ 
end poring over a hulky, four- 
volume trial transcript, hunting 
legal support for their conten­ 
tion that the list of prospective 
jurors was not representative of 
the community. 
Chief defense counsel Grant 
B. Cooper said the evidence 
would be presented to the judge 
in his chambers, but not argued. 
“ We have already made our 
points,” he said. 
The secret sessions with the 
judge slowed the trial’s pro­ 
gress during the first three days 
and appear bound to continue, 
as Cooper puts it, “ because 
these are things we have to do.” 
The defense is attacking the 
California jury-picking process, 
contending 
juries 
are 
unbal­ 
anced because people in certain 
occupations are exempt.

This week will be a busy one

16 years of debate. 
The House has no legislation 
of consequence up for action, 
but Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield has said that 
after Johnson’s farewell address

$200,000 a year. The bill must be 
passed before Monday if Nixon 
is to benefit—his salary can’t be 
raised while he is in office—and 
some senators have indicated 


they will fight the bill on the 
ground that it sets a poor exam­ 
ple while inflation is a major 
problem. 
Mansfield, 
however, 
has said he expects no difficulty 
in passing the bill, which also 
will raise congressional salaries. 
Any debate is likely to be 
short-lived,

PARIS (AP)—North Vietnam, 
calling a new American initia­ 
tive “unacceptable,” left the 
United States today with little 
hope of getting the Vietnam 
peace conference started in the 
immediate future. 
The United States Sunday of­ 
fered two more proposals on 
speaking and seating arrange­ 
ments for the conference, in­ 
cluding what a U.S. spokesman 
called an “important conces­ 
sion.” The North Vietnamese 
delegation quickly cold-shoul­ 
dered both offers. 
While the word “rejected” 
was not used and the North 
Vietnamese agreed to present 
the proposals to their ally, the 
Viet Cong's National Liberation 
Front, a U.S. spokesman held 
out little hope of acceptance. 
The “important concession” 
to which the spokesman re­ 
ferred involved speaking ar­ 
rangements at the conference. 
The United States is willing to 
drop the idea of drawing lots for 
the order of speaking and per­ 
mit the other side to arrange its 
speaking order in any way it 
chose, in the interest of getting 
the conference started.

Ohio has cut traffic fatalities 
for the second straight year 
and is gaining favorable rank­ 
ing nationally, Highway Safety 
Director Warren C. Nelson said 
today. 
Preliminary figures on deaths 
in 1968 stood at 2,520 compared 
with 2,533 for 1967 and 2,605 in 
1966. 
The record Ohio toll was 2,616 
in 1937 when roads and ma­ 
chines were below certain stan­ 
dards — /although there also 
were far fewer vehicles. 
Late reports usually swell the 
annual total, but Nelson ex­ 
pressed confidence the state’s 
count last year will remain be­ 
low that of the previous year. 
The total becomes official in 
the spring. 
Figures of December forti­ 
fied his outlook. The count was 
down to 217 in contrast to an 
average of 247 for December 
in the past three years. 
Nelson said the reduction in 
highway deaths “is a tribute to 
the safety consciousness of Ohio 
motorists.” 
Fifteen persons died in traf­ 
fic accidents across Ohio dur­ 
ing the weekend, and a coro­ 
ner at Columbus was to rule 
today on another death which 
mav have caused a crash.

Hope For Tax Changes

Taxes will be one of the prime con­ 
cerns of the new Congress. Not only 
does the temporary IO percent surtax 
require action if it is to be extended 
beyond June 30, as seems likely, but 
there is wide dissatisfaction among 
members of Congress over certain 
provisions of existing tax laws. 
Hep. Wilbur D. Mills, chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Committee 
— probably the most influential tax 
man in Congress — has promised an 
extensive 
look 
at 
some of 
these 
provisions. 
Rep. Mills predicts his committee will 
consider the possibilities of extending 
the standard deduction for those who 
do not itemize deductions beyond the 
present IO percent with a limit of $1,000. 
Raising the standard deduction to in­ 
clude 
incomes 
considerably 
above 
$10,000 would simplify returns for a 
large bloc of taxpayers. 
Also to receive a review are the rules 
under which charitable foundations 


may 
qualify 
for 
tax 
exemption. 
Foundations have come under con­ 
siderable fire in recent years because 
of the huge incomes they command 
and the ease with which they are at 
present able to qualify for tax exemp­ 
tion. 
Rep. Mills also wants to review estate 
and gift taxes, with a view toward 
lowering existing tax rates and sim­ 
plifying the law in this area. Other 
members of Congress, including Rep. 
George Goodling of Pennsylvania, have 
indicated a desire to boost the $600 
exemption 
presently 
allowed, 
em­ 
phasizing that this is totally inadequate 
in this age and is a carryover from 
earlier days of the federal income tax 
laws. 
If the 91st Congress has its ears tuned 
to the grass roots, it knows the public 
is becoming increasingly concerned 
over the accelerating tax burden it is 
asked to carry. This would be a good 
year to correct some of the inequities.

J. Emerson Davis,’income tax 
consultant for Circleville, has 
prepared tile following questions 
and * answers relating to the 
city’s new tax which became 
effective Jan. I, 1969. 


Q. 
When does withholding 
start for hourly employees? 
A. At the beginning of the 
first full pay period beginning 
after January I, 1909. 
Q. 
When does withholding 
start for safaried employees? 
A. As of January 1,1969. 
Q. Explain “Split-Payrolls.” 
A. In the case of hourly 
employees, where a pay period 
begins in December, 1968 and 
ends after January I, 1969, such 
a 
pay 
period is a 
“split 
payroll,” and is not taxable 
under the city tax Ordinance. 
T h e 
employer 
will 
start 
deducting the city tax on the 
first Ml payroll earned after 
January I, 1969. 
Q. Who must withhold? 
A. Every business, employing 
one or more persons, having a 
business located in Circleville. 
Q. Is an employer required 
to 
file 
withholding returns, 
resembling Federal Withholding 
Form W-2 as of December 31, 
1969, or at any other date?

Q. Are individuals who live 
in Circleville, but who work

of Circleville in

Every 
employer will receive a report­ 
ing form quarterly from the city 
tax department, which form 
must be returned to the city tax 
department within 30 days, to­ 
gether with check for city tax 
withheld.

MIAMI (AP) — Joe Namath 
had just led his New York Jets 
to a stunning 16-7 victory over 
the Baltimore Colts.

“Are you one of those NFL 
writers?” he asked each report­ 
er who approached him in the 
Jets dressing room.

Stripped to his football pants 
and socks, Namath slouched on 
a bench and the well wishers 
and writers strained to get near 
him.
